The May board meeting was called to order at

In the absence of the president, Ed, KB3IV, called 
the meeting to order at 2015 hours and gave a few 
words of welcome.

to the main site on "auxilliary link" frequencies. 
The strongest received signal is selected by a 
"voter" and repeated. Dick stated that the system is 
monitored and controlled by six authorized control 
operators: W3AOK, N3FD, KB3IV, WU3I, N3QV 
and W3RM.

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You may get a message "The version of Echolink is current. There is no need to upgrade." If your version is out 
of date, download the new one. It will overwrite your current program and will retain all your previous settings. 


Now you are ready to use the new improved proxy server utility. Go to Tools, click Setup.In the System Setup 
window click Proxy tab. You will see three available selections. Put a dot in Choose Public Proxy and click on 
down arrow just below Refresh List. This will show available Proxy Servers you can use. Try to select one from 
the USA or Canada, but any ot the others should work. Next click on OK and your Echolink will refresh and 
you will be able to try it out. Use the Echo Test utility to make sure you are set up properly. You should not 
have to use the Proxy when connecting from home if you configure your router for Port Forwarding and also 


make sure your firewall is set to accept Echolink. For those who need extra help with their settings, you may 
contact me on the repeater or send me an email at kb3iv @verizon.net.

Field Day is on June 28" & 29", 2008. It will run 
from 1800 UTC Saturday to 2100 UTC Sunday. 
The Location will be at Fort Washington State Park, 
Route 73 and Militia Hill Road in Montgomery 
County. Our sites will be Site B and Site C which 
are located in the Ridge Road Tenting Area at the 
top of the hill. Driving instructions will be included 
in the PMRC BLURB Newsletter. Usually, PMRC 
operates 5 Alpha or 6 Alpha. This will be 
determined before the start of Field Day. The field 
Day logging software once again will be WROR. It 
has worked for us the past few years: it’s easy to 
use and its features are plain and simple.
